OPPOSED TO CIiJCVEIj/VND. 


Senator Morgan, of Alabama, asserts 


thai the Southern States are opposed to 
tlie nomination of Cleveland for Presi- 
dent next year. They are for free coin- 
age and he is opposud to it, hence the 
opposition. Senator Morgan represents 
a State thnt produces more iron than 
Pennsylvania. 
His State, however, be- 


lieves in fair play, and wants silver min- 
ing, as well as iron mining, encouraged 
while 
Pennsylvania's 
representatives, 


with the exception of Cameron, do not. 
Morgan is as ardent an advocate of free 
coinage as Stewart or Jones, Teller or 
Wo.cott, ana he insists to-day, as ha did 
in Congress hist Winter, that the Demo- 
cratic candidate for President must be a 
bimetalist. lie recognizes the fact that 
there is not sufficient gold and silver in 
tho country to meet tho requirements of 
business, and that the coinage of both 
motals should be free at the miuta as 
they were from tho establishment of the 
mint until the passage of the infamous 
demonetization Act of 1873. This is. 
to-day, one of the principal issues, and 
as the Democrats, in every State Conven- 
tion held this year, have declared iu its 
favor, while the Republicans have as 
invariably opposed it, tho Democrats 
cnnnot stultify themselves by nominating 
Cleveland for President. 


Governor Hill, of New York,|who is cer- 


tainly as populur in his own State as 
Cleveland, iu a speech at Geneva on the 
Fourth of July, placed himself in line 
with tiie silver men, and proved that he 
is not afraid of Wall Street. 
Hu says: 


" We should have a just,sound nncl staple 
currency, adequate for the interests of 
the country; the money of the Constitu- 
tion—gold and silver—not ono to the 
detriment of the other, but both metals. 
The masses of the people have interest 
HI common with the few who may desire 
to see tho country suffering under the 
paralysis of hard times, aud have money 
scarce and confined to a single standard." 


Hill may or may not be a candidate 


for the Presidency, but with sneh senti- 
ments on the silver question, he is in ac- 
cord with tho masses of his party in the 
South a«d West, anil may be as'.acceptable 
to Eastern people, ontside of Wall Slraet 
and its influences, as Cleveland. 
At nny 


rate, he is not a gold bug, and is not 
afraid to proclaim that fact within the 
hearing of Wall Street. 
So tho South 


and Wost, if they desire an Eastern man, 
can find in him a candidate who is with 


Hinm f">- f'-<»0 ooinngo. 


THE -DESERT LAKE.

The desert is lowr than 
sea level and will probably become a 
lake, as it is supposed to have been be- 
fore, if nature is permitted to take its 
course. 
This would destroy salt works 


and a long stretch oi railroad, while on 
tho other hand it wonkl benefit the set- 
tlers in a large extent of country, by 
moderating the intense heat. 


Senator Stewart ts-ndoreU his compli- 


ments to Hon. John Sher-naa, of Ohio, in 
a letter to tho New York Sun.

Jolm Sherman Talks, but Imparts no 


Information.

CINOINNA.TI, July 21.—This afternoon, a 


the close o£ change honra, Senator SUer 
man was escorted into the Chamber o 
Commerce. He was greeted with loud ap 
plause, and a speech was called for. Tb 
Senator, in part, said: "All issues of th 
day are business issues. I am not going t 
talk politios, but there are issues that ap- 
peal to the business man, whether he be 
Democrat or Kepubtioan. The mode of 
levying taxes will always cause a difference 
o£ opinion, and patties will always divide 
upon the question of how shall money be 
raised to support the Government, and so 
the mode of Isvying taxes will interest yon 
all. 
Now, the question is, is the way we 


have done it a wise ;one? Take the ques- 
tion of development and piotection of su- 
gar. 
We are experimenting with a produc- 


tion of sugar by means of the beet as well 
as with the oane. There ia the question of 
tin; we hear a good deal about tin horns 
and the like. We consume about 600,000 
tons of tin. Now, the tiu of commerce is 
about 95 per cent, iroo, and the question 
is to produce our own tin, and we are ex- 
perimenting to that end. 
There is a ques- 


tion of reciprocity with nations—special 
arrangements by which we can get aiticles 
in free which we do not produce onrselves, 
by reciprocating with other nations on 
something which they cannot produce.

STEWAKT TO SHEKMAN. 


The <jruut OuUl Vug Toasted on a Silver 


Gridiron. 


Tho following is from an open letter 


written by Senator Stewart to Senator 
Sherman, published in the New York Son: 
Tlte lion. John Sherman. 


MY DEAU SESATOK: In your letter of 


July 7, you do yourself great injustice. ' 
Your declaration of your incapacity to ap- 
preciate the plainest of financial principles 
has taken the country by surprise. Yoa 
say: 


I can appreciate the earnest demand of 


the producers of silver bullion that the 
United States should pay $1.29 an ounce 
for silver bullion, which in the markets of 
the world has been for a series ol years 
worth only about §1 an ounce, sometimes 
a little more, sometimes a little less; but I 
cannot appreciate why any farmer or othor 
producer should desire that the Govern- 
ment should pay for any aiticlo more than 
its market value. It would be much better 
that the Govercmect should pay $1 a 
bashol for wheat wheu it is worth less, but 
no sensible farmer would desire tho Gov- 
ernment to embark iu such an enterprise, 


Can yon appreciate n protective tariff to 


enhance the valuo of commodities which 
the farmer is compelled to purchase? Can 
you appreciate the duty on tin plate levied 
for the benefit of tho manufacturer before 
any tin to supply the market was produced 
in this country? I£ so, it Beams strange 
that yon are unable to appreciate why the 
farmers desire to enhance the price of 
silver, which controls the price o£ farm 
products in the European market. 


WHAT SHEBMAN HA3 NOT LEAItNED, 


It is unfortunate that you have not 


learned that the competitors of the farmers 
of the United States in the European 
market do not produce wheat, cotton, and 
other farm products on the gold standard, 
but use a cheaper and a larger supply ot 
money than such a standard can famish. 
If you had not been too much occupied 
with oili r matters, yon might have ob- 
served that tho avoroga price of wheat per 
bushel for many years has been equal to 
the price of 371>i grains of pure silver, the 
amount contained in the standard dollar. 
You woakl also have observed that when 
the prica of silver last Autumn rose to 
$1,21 au ounce there was a corresponding 
rise in the price of farm products in the 
United States and a falling off of exports 
from India and other Asiatic countries. 


It ia strange that you should not have 


enquired the reason why the exports o! 
wheat from Russia, India and tho Argen 
tine Republic to Europe have so enor 
moasly increased duiing the last ten or 
twelve years, while the exports of the 
United States to the same European mar 
kets have so rapidly declined. Perhaps 
yon differ with the views expressed in the 
investigation before the Royal Commission 
of England on the recent changes in ths 
relative values of the precious metals 
wherein it was claimed that cheap silver 
stimulated production of farm products in 
India for the use of England, while it lib 
erated the people of Great Britain from 
paying tribute) to the farmers of the Unitec 
States. Yon might be better able to op 
preciate the desire of the farmers to raise 
the price of silver if you had taken into 
consideration the fact that the surplus pro 
duct which they sell in Europe determine 
the price of all .they produce, and tha 
they are compelled to sell ia the European 
markets in competition with the Asiatics 
who produce on a silver basis, while the; 
ore required to use gold in their produo 
tion. 
The Asiatics receive the sam 


amount of their money, and a little more 
than they did before the demonetization o 
silver, while the American farmer receive 
about thirty per cent, less of the money o 
the United Stutes than he did while both 
gold and silver were coined without dis 
crimination against either.

Are you ignorant of thi 
fact that no such demand was ever made 
but, on the contrary, that the silver miner 
protest against the purchase of silver as a 
commodity at any price? If you are, I wil 
inform you that the demand is that eitve 
shall be coined at the mints of the Unitec 
States upon the same terms and con 
ditions which apply to the coinage of gold 
The Government does not buy gold.

coins it for the owner of the bullion to 
furnish money for the people. Tho Con 
stitution makes no distinction between 
gold and silver in that respect, It author 
izes Congress to coin money.

IBB LOSS TO MINERS 


Wby should the minors be represented 


as a favored clias? The demonetization of 
silver has not ouly destroyed the fortunes 
of thousands of honest and ictlustrious oit- 
zens by ruining their mining property, but 
the actual loss in discounts on the silver 
they have produced is about $150,000,000. 
Seventy millions of this amount have gone 
into the Treasury of the United Stutes, 
I 


am informed by tha Director of the Hint 
that while the Bland Act was in force, 
under which $2,000,000 worth of silver 
par month was purchased at the market 
price and converted into money at tho coin 
value, the United States made about $70,- 
000,000 profit in the difference between 
such price and such coinage value. 


The act of 1800, super coding the Bland 


Act and providing for theissne of Treasury 
notes at the market value for 4,500,000 
ounces of silver bullion per month does not 
provide for the purchase of silver with 
money raiaed by taxation, On the contrary 
it provides for (he issuance of paper money 
on the receipt of silver bullion at its mar- 
ket price, dollar for dollar. 
In view of 


these facts bow is it possible for a learned 
and distinguished statesman and financier 
to contend that the silver miners are bene- 
ficiaries of special legislation discriminat- 
ing in their favor? 


On what authority do you say that "to- 


day the production of silver is probably 
the most profitable in the United States?" 
Such a declaration is a reflection upon tbe 
business instincts of tbe people of tbe 
United States. If your statement be true 
why do not more people engage in the bus- 
iness? It is free to all. 


I fear, Mr. Sherman that you know very 


little about the cost of producing silver, I 
venture to assure you that the average cost 
of production of an ounce of silver for the 
last thirty years has been at least $2 and 
probably $4. You do not take into account 
that vast expenditures are necessarily made 
in explorations which produce 
nothing. 


You confine your observations to tbe cost 
of producing silver from paying mines after 
they have been discovered and developed. 
If you knew anything about the business 
you would understand that tbe working of 
such mines is like gathering the harvest 
after tbe crop has been matured, without 
taking into consideration the value of the 
land or the expense of producing tbe crop. 


r*PKF. FOB BULLION. 


I have already shown that the Govern* 


ment buys no silver with the money of the 


people under existing law, but simply re- 
eivos bullion and issues certificates and 
makes them legal tender. You say that 
'the Government now buys in the open 
market more than the entire domestic pro- 
duction of silver bullion, because it needs 
t for coinage, and as the basis of Treasury 
notes." But yon fail to explain tho use of 
such basis if the gold standard and not bi> 
motalism, must be maintained. 
You soy 


hat "all kinds of circulating notes are now 
equal to each other and are kept at tbe 
jold standard by redemption and ex 
change." Keeping all money at the gold 
standard by redemption ia gold, is tho evil 
of which bimetalistfl complaiu. This evil 
,s not remedied by the use of all the do- 
mestic product of silver or of any other 
imited amount of silver which must be 
jept ut p'tr with gold by a promise of ro 
demption. Tbe financial distress of the 
commercial world ia caused by want of 
real money not credit money.

Bow to Clean a Piaster Cast.
